HISTORICAL ANDOVER. 


No. 107. 


Line of Russ. 

No line has entered Andover records 
that has gathered more of romance and 
mystery as the years unrolled” the 
annals than this line of John Russ, 
ferryman of Dover, there as late as 
1645 when he collected 14sh. from 
Mass. Court for transporting magis- 
trates across river, the town of Dover 
to pay part of the expense. 

His wife Margaret, two daughters, 
Mary and Margaret, and a son John 
are all we find after the family appear 
on Andover records about 1660. As it 
is not my purpose to give a full line of 
Russe but to touch on what will in- 
terest those who descend from John of 
Andover who still remain, I shall omit 
much of what has been gathered for 
other purpuses, 

*Mary Russ married 2Andrew Foster 
son of Andrew and Ann, in 1662 and 
shared with him the worries and _ sor- 
rows of his checquered life. His sister 
Hannah married the unfortunate Hugh 
Stone, who crazed by drink took his 
wife's life in 1689. The shadow had 
barely passed over when the witch- 
craft craze took the town, and the aged 
mother Ann Foster, was sent to jail to 
die in her feeble old age in 1692. The 
Indian raid of 1696 brought a new 
blow in the death of her niece’s hus- 
band by Indians at Blanchard’s Garri 
son. After that, the way was lighter 
and we trace to date a long line of hon- 
orable records in the families that con- 
nect with Ebenezer Lovejoy of West 
Parish—John Russell, Jr. of Scotland 
District—and others allied to *Andrew 
Foster line. Of the so-called Indian 
traits which are said to have been in- 
herited by this line of Russ from way 
back, we do not find much trace in 
female lines perhaps that set off early, 
but there are some reversions all along 
the lines that give credjé to the myth 
that many American families proudly 
hold of a drop of Indian blood somce- 
where. 

2John Russ married Debora Osgood 
of the Ipswich line !Christopher and 
Margaret. The widow came here as 
wife of Thomas Rowell and brought 
sons Thomas and Christopher, Abigail, 
wife of Sherburne Wilson, resident here

So early as 1660) when John and 


Margaret Russ first appear, that enemy 
to all peace, John Godfrey, a black 
sheep in a comfortable neighborly 
group from Newbury, allied otherwise 
to Andover stock, came to keep up a 
dust of strife.

numbers, Thomas later moved to 
Pembroke in°1739. His brother ‘John 
was a joiner and married Priscilla Far- 
num, who was born on the Ephraim 
Farnum estate now owned by Holt and 
Seth Farnum in shares and they moved 
to Concord, where Anna, John and 
Priscilla were born. Thomas died 
there 1744 and the widow came back 
to Andover with her daughters, where 
Debora the youngest was born in 1744 
after death of father. William Russ 
still held estates here and was a brick 
layer by trade but called gentleman in 
deeds, so I conclude he had a consider- 
able fortune. Probably Priscilla lived 
in one of the older houses on his es- 
tate, asin 1757 her daughter Priscilla 
married a neighbor Thomas Blanchard 
who was killed at Lake George next 
year. Next she married Ebenezer 
Rand, a Charlestown blacksmith of the 
old line and great uncle to the Univer- 
salist minister, Thomas Whittemore. 
Young Debora at 18, probably lost her 
mother as she is placed under guardian- 
ship of Eben Rand in 1762. 

Uncle William Russ had been buying 
land for some years of Swan, Myrick 
Cross and Davis estates in East Me- 
thuen, and with Mary Watts and 4 sons 
he moved across about 1765 and. estab- 
lished himself where his. descendants 
in line died and were buried till a year 
or two back I believe. A mest inter- 
esting line if one had time to carry it 
out. Debora Russe at 22 in 1766, the 
only person bearing the name in And- 
over began a record unique and of 
tragic interest to all kindred and to 
scientific searchers in genealogy and 
heredity. Her story will be given 
later. .

Obituary. 


° ALBERT K. DANE. 

At the advanced age of 94 years, Albert 
K. Dane, a native of this place, passed 
away at his home in Washington, D. C., 
last week. For all his age, he was, until 
just before his death, a man of wonder- 
ful vitality. Hissummers were spent at 
Reading, Mass., where he visited at his 
son’s residence, and in which place he 
was very popular. 

An account of Mr. Dane’s life will be 
interesting to the readers of the Towns- 
man as it is interwoven with not a little 
of the early life of this town and others 
in the vicinity during the century just 
passed. 

Albert K. Dane was born in Andover, 
March 3, 1807, At six years of age, 
partly to relieve the cares of a mother of 
a large family, he was sent by his par- 
ents to the home of his grandfather, Os- 
good Dane,a veteran of the Revolutionary 
war, who at that time resided on a farm 
situated in Chelmsford. 

At the age of 12 he entered the employ 
of one Oliver M. Whipple, a gun powder 
manufacturer. His plant had not been 
running very long before an explosion 
took place, destroying everything in 
sight, but the boy was absent from the 
works so escaped. This occurrenée, how- 
ever, so frightened his parents that he 
was immediately called home and was 
placed at work in the Howarth woollen 
mills, the old stone mill at Abbott Vil- 
lage still used by the Smith & Dove com- 
pany, to be instructed in the art of spin- 
ning. The ‘confinement attending mill 
work not being to his liking, he resolved 
that when he became ‘of age,’ or ‘out of 
his time’ he would return to his former 
trade or work, and in 1828, true to his 
resolution, he left the Andover mill and 
went back to the powder mills. 

Over 70 years ago, he teamed powder 
through Reading on his way to Salem, 
where it was placed on board ships for 
foreign countries. 

Mr. Dane was one of the veteran stage 
drivers of New England, commencing in 
1831 to drive a six horse coach. One of 
his fellow stage drivers was the Hon. B. 
P. Cheney, a staunch and close friend, 
who afterwards established an express 
business which eventually developed 
into the great American Express com- 
pany. 

He entered the livery business at that 
time a new and growing occupation when 
railroads usurped the stage coach, ‘This 
he successfully carried on in Lawrence 
where he established himself in 1848, 
when the place was called the'New City.’ 
Hlis first venture was at the Coburn 
House—now called the Franklin House. 
He subsequently moved to the east side 
of the common. 

He was many times asked to accept 
public trusts, having at one time in the 
50’s been urged by the Hon. Anson Burl- 
ingame to allow his name to be used as 
a candidate for collector of the Port. 

Always a great lover of music, he at- 
tended while at Andover in his teens the 
old time singing school, where he | 
learned the first rudiments of music. 
He applied himself so diligently that his 
voice developed into a fine tenor and he 
sang in the choir of the Orthodox church 
at Andover for a number of years. He 
and three brothers played in the first 
organized street band in Massachusetts, 
the instruments being of wood and 
mostly reed, consisting of clarinettes, 
flagolettes, flutes, bazzons, fifes, tenor 
and bass drums. When brass instru- 
ments were first introduced, Mr. Dane 
and an older brother played first and 
second French horns, which were a won- 
der in those days. Without keys they 
were manipulated to make the desired 
tones by placing the fist into the bell of 
the instrument and se guage the amount 
of space necessary to obtain the differ- 
ent notes. 

In 186], at the breaking out of the 
war, Mr. Dane lost his entire business 
property by fire. With that character- 
istic determination so prominent in his 
make-up, complemented with an un- 
usually pleasant disposition, he placed 
his shoulder to the wheel once more and 
not until 1890 did he, at the age of 83, 
relinquish the cares and trials of a busi- 
ness life. 

He was married Oct. 25, 1835, to Mary | 
Knowlton Roberts and for 54 years their | 
union was one long, peaceful, blessed | 
life, celebrating their golden wedding in 
Iss5, He Jeaves two daughters—Mrs. | 
L. B. Chandler and Miss Emma k. Dane 
of Washington, D. C., one son, A. P. 
Dane of Reading, five grandchildren and 
four great-grandchildren. | 

He was laid at rest at Rock Creek | 
cemetery, Washington, D. C., beside the 
remains of his loving wife.

Additional By-Laws. 


I certify that the following by-laws 
were adopted at the annual town meet- 
ing held March 4th, 1901, and have been 
duly approved by the Superior Court as 
required by law; 

Three sections to be added to Article 
5th in regard to licensing Junk dealers 
and dealers in second hand articles ; the 
three sections added to be designated re- 
spectively Section. 16th, 17th and 18th, 
Section 1¢th in the present By-laws to 
be designated Section 19th, so that the 
sections of Article 5th, beginning with 
Section 16th shall read as follows: 

Section 16th. Every person owning or 
having the care or driving of any wagon 
or other vehicle which shall be used in 
the Town of Andover for the collection 
of Junk, old metals, second hand cloth- 
ing or second hand articles shall before 
using the same be licensed by the Select- 
men; and all of said vehicles sball have 
placed upon the outside, and upon each 
side of the same, the number of the 
license in plain legible figures of not less 
than three inches in size so that the 
same may be distinctly seen and read; 
and any person owning, having the care 
or driving of any of the vehicles above 
desciibed shall also wear a batige on bis

Section Leth, Any person who shall 
collect Junk, old metals, or second hand 
articles without a wagon or other vehicle, 
shall before collecting the same be 
licensed by tlie Selectmen, and shall 
wear a badge as described in Section 16, 
above. . 

Section 18th, Every person licensed 
under either of the two preceding sec- 
tions shall for the license pay two dollars 
to the Treasurer of the ‘Town and each 
license shall continue in force until the 
first day of May then next ensuing unless 
sooner revoked by the Selectmen. 

Section 19th, Every violation of any 
of the foregoing By-laws shall be punish- 
able by a tine of not less than two nor 
more than twenty dollars.

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ANDOVER’S LOSS. 


Supt. of Schools George E. Johnson Re- 
signs to Accept a Position With Uni- 
versity School, Cleveland, Ohio. 


At the regular meeting of the School 
committee last Monday evening, George 
E. Johnson, superintendent of the 
public schools of this place, tendered his 
resignation to take effect at the end of 
the present school year. This action 


was brought about by his recent accep-_ 


tance of a position with the University 
school in Cleveland, Ohio, of which Geo. 
I). Pettee, formerly registrar at Phillips 
academy is the principal. Mr. Johnson 
will have charge of the under grades, 
Very nearly. six years ago, in June, 
1895, the school committee elected Geo. 
E. Johnson, a graduate of Dartmouth 
college, to act as superintendent of the 
schools of Andover, as successor to Supt. 
Baldwin, who had been devoting only 
half his time to Andover, spending the 
other part in Danvers, where‘ he was 
also in charge of the schools, For the 
two years previous to his coming to 
Andover, Mr. Johnson had been pursu- 
ing a special course of study in peda- 


gogy at Clark University, Worcester, so | 


that he came here well prepared to take 
up the work where it was left off by his 
predecessor. His duties were begun on 
Sept. 1, 18095, 

Throughout the course of his services 
in Andover he has been recognized as a 
man in the fore front of the onward 
movement in educational work through- 
out the public school systems of the 
country. His work in many lines has 
given him a reputation outside of And- 
over, mainly through the steps taken by 
him in organizing vacation schools and 
by other forward movements which have 
become widely known. ‘The vacation 
school just mentioned has become al- 
most as much a part of the school sys- 
tem of Andover as the regular branches 
and mainly through Mr. Johnson's ef- 
forts. At the Guild, too, he has been 
active in getting the boys4nterested in 
sloyd, gardening and things of kindred 
nature. 

Mr. Johnson has been very popular 
with both teachers and pupils. ‘The for- 
mer have ever received from him the most 
courteous treatment and best of_advice. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Johnson will be 
missed by many friends in town and 
vicinity, all of whom will be glad, how- 
ever, that he is going toa position and 
to a work for which he is especiaily well 
titted. 


Andover Water for Lynn. 


The city of Lynn is after the water of 
the Ipswich river, having petitioned the 
legislature for sanction to use it. Their 
scheme includes the diverting of the 
overtlow of Foster’s and Martin’s ponds 
into Ipswich river above the Reading 
pumping station. The overtlow from 
Martin’s pond at present enters the 
Ipswich river in North Reading, while 
the overflow from Foster’s goes to swell 
the volume of the Shawsheen. 

Foster’s pond, situated in the Scotland 
district not far from the Wilmington 
and North Reading lines, is a good sized 
artificial lake, created by the erection of 
adam by the Smith & Dove Mfg. com- 
pany, Bradlee and Marland mills, situ- 
ated on the banks of the Shawsheen, 
who thus obtain an addition to their 
water supply, very necessary in the 
summer months. ‘There is a 42 foot fall 
from the stream above the Ballard Vale 
mills to the river below the dam at 
Frye Village, and the mills have a pro- 
portional share in the water rights at 
Foster's according to their proportion of 
the fall, which is divided about as fol- 
lows: Bradlee mills, 11 shares; Smith & 


Dove, 1!) shares; Marland mills, 12 
shares. 
Aside from the power which the 


Smith & Dove concern derives from the 
water supply, it is also a good auxiliary 
for the bleaching department. At the 
Ballard Vale and Marland mills it is 
used for their scouring requirements. 

Mr. Bell, of the Smith & Dove com- 
pany, states that his concern could not 
atford to lose their supply from this 
source, and will make every effort in 
their power to retain their rights. 

A hearing was held before a legislature 
committee on the subject last Monday.

The hearing at Boston last Monday, 
before the railroad commissioners de- 
Veloped the same desire that has been 
evident all along on the part of the ob- 
jector.

LL & He ABSORBED 


Now a Part of Lynn & Boston Road and 
Name May Be Changed. Work of 
Relaying Rails*in Andover 

Soon To Begin. 


Last Monday the Lowell, Lawrence & 
Haverhill street R. R. Company passed 
into the control of the Lynn & Boston 
road and it is probable that the local 
road may undergo a change of name. 
It has been expected for some time that 
the change would be made and the only 
thing which has prevented an earlier ab- 
sorption has been the approval of the 
railroad commissioners which was given 
last Friday. 

This consolidation will leave the LL. «& 
B. with 61,230 shares of stock represent- 
ing what was eighteen months ayo, 
fourteen corporations. It leaves only 
one operating company north of Boston 
with 390 miles of track reaching from 
Boston to Nashua. The management 
has under consideration, it is stated, a 
change of name for this company which 
will be as comprehensive as the name ot 
the Old Colony Street Railway is to the 
roads south of Boston. 

The consolidations have been effected 
partially to establish through routes, to 
overcome legal obstructions and to pro- 
vide better power facilities. Sometime 
ago the Massachusetts Electric company 
voted to expend $1,646,000 in new equip- 
ment, rebuilding tracks and other better- 
ments, and the companies are now work- 
ing along this line. 

Superintendent Nowell of the local 
division of the L. L. & HL, stated re- 
cently that the tracks to Andover would 


be laid as soon as the rails arrive. ‘They 
are expected daily but just when they 
will reach here he was unable to say. 


Part of the ties have come and have been 
distributed along the line of the road 
between Andover and Lawrence. 


Injunction Again. 


Loring N. Farnum has placed another 
injunction upon the Haverhill and And- 
over road with the apparent intention of 
delaying work as much as possible. The 
time at which cars were to be in opera- 
tion on this road was June Ist, 1/0], but 
under the circumstances and considering 
the delays'which have been forced upon 
them, the company will probably be 
granted an extension of time by the 
selectmen of both Andover and North 
Andover. ; 

The time for the preliminary hearing 
is next Monday, May 13th, and for the 
final hearing on the causes of complaint, 
June 3rd.

WILLIAM '. JACKSON, 


William True Jackson was born in 
West Andover, Nov. 17, 1843 and died 
after a short illness, May Ist, 1001. He 
was the second son of Dr. Samuel ©, 
Jackson, an influential citizen of And- 
over, anda former pastor of the West 
Parish church. He received his early 
education at Phillips Academy and at 
the age of seventeen began his business 
lifein the city of Koston, being em- 
ployed by the late James <A. Roberts. 
In 1871, he spent some time abroad vis- 
iting places of interest in England and 
Scotland, On his return he went West 
to see what business prospects it had to 
offer but-upon investigation concluded 
toreturn to Boston and there formed 
the firm of Jackson, Whittier & 
Loring. @ » | 

On Oct. 16th, 1872, at Yarmouthport, 
Mass., Mr. Jackson was married to 
Sarah E. Knowles who died Nov. 17, 
1876, leaving two daughters, Helen and 
Sarah K. Jackson who survive him. 
Ile also leaves three sisters, Caroline 
R. and Susanna E. Jackson of Andover, 
and Mrs. William H. Warren of Lansing, 
Mich. On June 20th, 1888, he was mar- 
ried to Mary Stone of Andover. Shortly 
prior to his death, Mr. Jackson entered 
the employ of Brown & Fiske of Boston, 
leather merchants with whom he had 
the pleasantest business relations and 
by whom he was highly esteemed not 
only because of his marked ability as a 
business man but also because of his in- 
tegrity and high Christian character.
